Now, on our flight across, we 
paid as much attention as pos- 
sible to procuring the strongest 
wind and the most favorable 
wind as far as direction was con- 
cerned. 

We found that the winds in- 
creased in service with the giti- 
tude up to about 1500 feet and 
then did not increase much with 
the altitude until] around 4006 
feet. From that aititude up as 
high as we fiew, the winds 
seemed increase in strength 
but the direction of the wind 
had been taken into considera- 
tion as wel] as ite strength be- 
cause at sea westerly winds 
change their direction clockwise 
about 15 degrees from the sur- 
face of the sea up to about 1200 
feet. 

Of course, a wind directly be- 
hind the plane might assist it 
more than a stronger wind with 
29 degrees’ angle to the course. 
(Changes in the direction of the 
wind with changes in altitude are 
most pronounced over iand, tt \s 
believed, than over the water. 

Of Vital importance. 


The very vital importance of 
this matter to trans-Atlantic fiy- 
ers is demonstrated by the fact 
that on several occasions when 
we had surface winds from an 
easterly direction and therefore 
against us. we were able to as- 
cend to an altitude above 3000 
feet and thereby get winds with 
us. 

This might well make a differ- 
ence in the speed of the plane of 
as much as 20 mijes an hour. An 
air navigator, using his drift in- 
dicator. can estimate his speed 
over ground or water, and the 
angie at which the wind is drift- 
ing him, and in this way succeed 
in flying at an aititude that 
would give him the greatest 
speed. 

If the alr were still, the navi- 
gator could aiways tell what 
speed and direction he was mak- 
ing. even in a fog, but unfortu- 
nately this condition is practical- 
ly nil. In ah probability he 
would not bave to walt for

He feels the country will 
develop year after year in trade, 
commerce, industry, science and 
the arts. Its possibilities are un- 
limited, he says, if American busi- 
ness men will lead the way. 

Throughout, Ford reiterated that 
it was necessary for business men 
and workers to do their full duty 
to the best of their ability. ‘Lis 
creed for all business—and _ it 
will apply as well to every human 
activity—was summed up thus. 
“The best slogan for a successiul 
business is: do the ordinary thing 
extraordinary well.” 

The world js living in a me- 
chanical age, in which man’s con- 
quest of the air is jist getting 
under way, Ford said, and the me 
chanical wonders have only begun. 


Work Waits to Be Done. 
“There are many changes com- 
ing in our system of business and 


Ford. “I consider the United States 
as an extract of all the world, and 
as a result, we have more pioneer 
spirit than any other country.

Contract is increasing in pop- 

larity with the count of 35 for 
no trump, 30 for a major suit and 
20 for a minor. 
I have stated in these articles 
that Contract was being played by 
certain coteries; and, so that my 
readers might become famillar with 
the new game, I explained the two 
Contract counts then being used. 
At that time it would have been 
venturesome to predict which 
count would be the choice of the 
Contract players of the country, 
but now it is evident that they pre- 
fer the 35 for No Trump, 30 for a 
Major and 20.for a Minor, to the 
Bridge values of 10, 9, 8, 7, €, and 
the permanent adoption of the 
high count seems assured, 

Of late Contract has gained in 
popularity in most of the sets that 
adopted it, and has been taken up 
by many others. That it ever will 
supersede Auction Bridge ig not 
yet probable; but that it will last 
for a considerable time and steal 
many players away from Bridge, 
seems reasonably assured. 

As yet Contract has not found 
favor with the rank and file of 
Bridge players, especially not with 
those who play Progressive; nor 
with those who do not play for a 
stake. Its appeal is limited to play-. 
ers with a financial interest in the 
game, who are looking for new 
kicks and thrills, and who are able 
to size up accurately the trick-tak- 
ing probabilities of a hand. The 
Contract table is no place for the 
wild or non-dependable bidder.

Everybody aboard was cool 
and collected, doing his job and 
never at any time was any alarm 
felt. We had perfect confidence 
in our plane and trusted to a 
lucky break for a final descent. 
For another two hours after we 
were over what I believe was Le 
Bourget we continued: to fly 
blindly most of the time. Then 
Suddenly we reached the sea 
again, arriving over Deauville. 

We wer now .checking up on 
our gasoline every ten minutes 
and about this time we discov- 
ered we had enough for a fur- 
ther 99 min.tes’ of flying. We 
circled around Deauville for 20 
minutes ind the night was’ s0 
dark that although we descended

We then ‘lew up the coast

12 or 168 allons of gasoline left 
in the tanks Byrd gave orders to 
descend. 

My idea was that we might 
take a chance on coming down 
on the land behind the beach 
trying to find a spot under the 
guidance ‘f « revolving light 
from the lighthouse, but rather 
than risk a dangerous crash on 
uncertain ground ,Byrd ordered 
us to descend on the sea. 


Balchen and I were then at 
the cont) s and after cruising 
around above Ver-Sur-Mer for 
half an hour we brought her 
down into ten feet of water 
about twce hundred yards from 
the shore. The force of the im- 
pact smashed the landing wheels 
but did no other damage. The 
whole plane sank immediately 
under the water and. remained 
submerged for about five sec- 
onds. ’ 

Our cockpit and the rzar one 
were under water longer and I 
plunged§ about beneath’ the, 
surface for a quarter or half a 
minute and‘ Balchen a £Uttle 
longer, for I saw his head 
emerge. Byrd and Noville were 
not down as long as we, for they 
saw both our heads rise clear of 
the water. 

Climbed on Top of Plane. 

The plane was then rising 
slowly, buoyed up by the tanks, 
and we were able to climb on 
top of it and take a breathing 
spell. 

There has been some confu- 
sion about the exact time of our 
landing owing to the fact that 
four differently set 
watches aboard, listing New 
York, Greenwich, mean time, 
French actual time and summer 
time. But we are now agreed 
that we were over the light- 
house at 3 a. m., and touched 
the water at 3:30. This was 


verified by the lighthouse keeper 


later. 

Our supply of gasoline could 

not then have kept us aloft 

more than another 30 minutes. 
‘Only Baichen Unburt. 

After resting, we broke out 
our rubber boat and pumped it 
up and got intoit. Balchen took 
one oar and Noville the other. 
We had a steering oar also, but 
did not need to use it In the 
calm water. We deflated the 
boat on the beach and left it In 
the care of the people who had 
arrived.

Byrd’s Great Leadership. 
Certainly there is nothing any 
of us ever met. in flying to com- 
pare with that desperate situa- 
tion. Perhaps the wonder is 


' that it didn’t get our nerves, but 


if you could know Commander 
Byrd as we know him; if you 
could see him there in our pris- 
on cell of fog—always calm, al- 
ways quiet, never betraying the 
slightest ~ intimation of the 
tremendous danger that faced us 
—you would know why the rest 
of us held on and why _ there 
was no confusion; we couldn't 
do anything else with a leader 
like Commander Byrd. 


As best I can, I want to take 
you through those black hours 
with us. Now, as this is writ- 
ten some 14 hours after Com- 
mander Bytd’s program to “find 
the nearest water’ finally won 
it isi as 
vivid as one of those wild night- 
mares you have when you are 
a boy. 

Of course, it is difficult to 
place the time of everything ex- 
actly, and as for positions, that 
is completely impossible. But 
what we tried ro do—countless 
times slight breaks in the bil- 
lows of fog and rain made us 
hope that perhaps we were near 
Paris or might at least’be able 
to see a little space of clear 


land below—all that and the re- 


peated disappointments that 
came with it are unforgettabie. 


Four hours after we reached 
the French coast, we knew that 
it was virtually impossible to 
land at Paris, due to the ter- 
rific weather. After leaving 
Brest about 8 o’clock, Com- 
mander Byrd had laid our course 
to Paris. The compass then was 
all right and we had high hopes 
of being at Le Bourget about 
9:30. On that course there were 
certain towns that we should 
have picked up and identiifed, 
but as the hours passed we had 
not picked up any of these 
towns, the weather having  be- 
come constantly worse, and Com- 
mander Byrd became skeptical. 
We all felt that something was 
wrong and we began to check up 
in an attempt to verify our po- 
sition. We checked and found 
that the compass was absolute- 
ly out of commission. Only _an 
hour or two: before it had been 
working perfectly. It was hard 
to understand, but it was gone 
and we had nothing whatever to 
tell us ‘whether we were heading 
toward Paris, Marseilles or Am- 
sterdam, except all the sense of 
direction, that the four of us 
could muster. 


No Break in Weather. 


We knew then that it was all 
a gamble as to whether we ever 
would reach Paris. Three hours 
more passed and we were still 
cutting through the same re- 
lentless sea of fog and mist. We 
then knew that it would be itm- 
possible to reach Paris unless 
there was an unexpected break 
in the weather which we had not 
had in all our 36 or 38 hours in 
the air, and of which there was 
mighty small likelihood. 

Commander Byrd touched me 
on the arm-—it must then have 
been about midnight, as near as 


. IT.can figure it—and wrote: “We 


and then. 


one place we thought was Paris, 
but it proved to be some resort. 
I don’t yet know the name of the 
place. 

Saw Several Beacons. 

We saw several beacons. Once, 
when we observed one flashing, 
we thought it was Mount Vale- 
rien. We saw it three times from 
an altitude of 6000 feet or so and 
went down to 1200 feet to try 
and “get it.” - But we couldn't 
see a thing. It was lost, what- 
ever it was. 

We were circling in the hope 
that we might find Paris. We 
would see a glow in the sky now 
We would ;,o over 
‘there and try to “pick up some- 
thing,” try to find a chance nar- 
row lane down through the in- 
creasing storm and everlasting 
fog. Then, when we got nearer, 
we would see nothing at all. The 
glow always faded and left us in 
the same inky darkness. 

Then about 1 o’clock came the 
incident which undoubtedly 
saved our lives. It was impres- 
sive and an indication of the ex- 
ceptional and wonderfu! judg- 
ment of Commander’ Byrd. 
There. was no confusion what- 
ever—not a bit—and no excite- 
ment of any sort. By now it was 
undeniable—we were going to 
crash. All four of us knew it. It 
was at that unavoidable moment 
which means life or death and 
most likely the latter that Com- 
mander Byrd wqnt into his cab- 
in alone and sat down for 10 or 
15 minutes. He sat there while 
the America floundered on with 
four pairs of eyes good for noth- 
ing outside of a few squere feet 
within the ship. 

Four Lives in His Hands, 

He was trying to think a way 
out of our predicament. All of us 


‘knew it and appreciated the ter- 


rific strain that must be upon 
him. I know that he had in his 
heart the thought that four lives 


were hanging on his decision and’ 


he was giving all the tremendous 
thought concentration that a 
man gives when four human 
lives are in his hands as ours 
certainly were at that minute. 
Finally I saw him reach for 
paper and write. A moment la- 
ter he stooped over and passed it 
on to me. The note read, “It 
would be extremely dangerous to 
land on terrain. From our ob- 
servations, France is dotted with 
little villages and it would bé al- 
most impossible to land any- 
where without endangering the 
lives of the people below and 
probably killing some one.” 


Then came the sentence that 
permits me to be telling this to 
you today: “Consequently, we 
will find water ard land there.” 

As [I repeat these words. it 
strikes me with terrific forceful- 
ness that Commander Byrd 
didn’t say, “We'll try to find wa- 
ter.” It wes simply: “We will 
find water.’’ Do you wonder that 
we did? 


That was about 1 o'clock 
Thursday morning. Just after 
that, at 1:15, we sent out our 
first S O S—the first ever sent 
from an airplane in distress, so 
far as I am informed, and I be- 
lieve it was. 


We know what it is like when 
a man is sentencedr to death and 
has three hours to sit and think 
it over. We knew we were go- 
ing down at a given time. We 
knew from how much fuel we 
had exactly how long we could 
stay in the air. We knew it 
right to the minute. 

I have said we knev; what it

felt like when a man is sen- 
tenced to death. r None of us, 
you may be sure, will ever be 
able to read of death, none of 
us, you may be sure, will ever 
be able to read of a man wait- 
ing to go to the chair without 
ye-experiencing that feeling of 
inevitability. We had our sen- 
tence—it read: “Fuel enough 
for less than three hours in the 
air.” 

We had gas enough for three 
hours, we were flying in pitch 
darkness, there was no visible 
place to land and we were fly- 
ing around with 9,000 pounds in 
the air, which has to be. set 
down with extreme’ care at 
speed of not under 45 miles an 
hour. If we set it down ona 
farm house er a building where 
were we? And the fuel was 
running cut just like the sand 
in an hour glass. 

You might have reckoned what 
our lives were worth by drops 
of gasoline, I suppose. They 
surely weren’t worth any more 
than that. But in spite of this 
it can truthfully be said that 
none of 1 got excited. 
when ai .n gets the final sen- 
tence he doesn’t get excited. Be- 
tween readings and between try- 
ing to glimpse a single 
rift in the fog we sat or stood. 
Sometimes we talked back and 
fourth—always on 
course. Commander Byrd even 
lay down 


was possible. I have wondered 


since what he was thinking of 


in those minutes. We would 
need all the strength we had 
when we took that last gamble. 
So I stretched out gwhile, too, 
and Acosta and Balchen. glanced 
back whenever they could. All 
of us wer2 going to need all we 
had when the gas in our life 
clock, if you might call it that, 
ran out—and it couldn’t be very 
long now. You May wonder if 


we had accepted conditions as 


a sentence beyond recall. No, 
we had not. We did not give 
up hope to the last. All of us 


felt that there wads a chance, an - 


awfully slim chance, but it was 
a chance just the sammie. 


That three hours from the 
time the die was cast—or per- 
haps it was a trifle under three 
hours—I spent in chats with 
Acosta and Belchen. I said 
chats, but they were on paper. 
We could not talk. 

We looked over the maps, try- 
ing to dope out where we were 
—if by any possibility we might 
be back along the coast or over 


water. It did not bring any prac- 


tical results to speak of, but it 
was all we could do. 

And always in between we 
were watching that inestimably 
precious supply of gas. That was 
what would finally decide every- 
thing. Our fate, even our lives, 
were in those gas tanks. I hate 
to think of what might have hap- 
pened if we had carried even a 
few gallons less of gasoline. Our 
escape is an undebatable demon- 
stration that you cannot carry 
too much fuel on Iong flights 
which embrace such hazards. 
Couldn’t Find Deauville Beach. 

We.passed over Deauville and 
there is a marvelous beach there. 
This alone will show you how 
dark it was We went down to 
200 feet and we could not see 
the beach. There was nothing to 
do bUt swoop up again, in the 
hope of somewhere finding a 


‘ beach which wasn’t fog-locked. 
As it was, we were still prison- -

ers of the fog and it looked as 
through the fog was going to 
carry out its sentence. 

Now we had only enough gas 
for less than hour. All of us read 
those dwindling figures and knew 
that there was not much time 
left. Soon we were going to 
have to go down anyway. If it 
was as black as pitch at 200 feet, 
we would just have to keep going. 

So we Headed along the coast 
toward a lighthouse, which aft- 
erward proved to be that near 

j We circled it sev- 
eral times, always trying to get 
some vision from its beams, hop- 
ing that they might reveal a 
stretch of °sea where we could 
land. But the thick haze of fog 
absolutely dissolved the. light 
from the beacon. The. beams 
penetrated only a few feet and 
then faded. Despite continuous 
circling, we could not see any- 
thing at all, even’ close to the 
lighthouse. 


Now our fuel was lower than 
ever. I remember that when we 
actually landed wwe had only 
enough to remain aloft another 
half hour or probably less. And 
as we banked to come into posi- 
tion before taking that last slant 
down we had most eloquent tes- 
timony of how low our gasoline 
was. As the plane tipped, the 
motor on the upper side com- 
menced to spit and _ sputter. 
There was so little gas left that 
we could not g:t any in that 
motor unless the ship were on 
an even keel. That is how much 
gas we had left. 


~ Nosed Down, Hoped for Best. 


Finally came that last, glide 
for a landing or for a wreck. 
We knew the general direction 
of the sea and hoped we were 
over it, but could not have any 
accurate notion ‘whether the 
ocean was below or a rocky 
shore and, as it was, a rocky 
coast proved to be only 100 or 
200 yards to one side when we 
struck, When ‘’e were in posi- 
tion to descend the gas was fast 
ebbing and Commander Byrd 
dropped a flare, which caught 
and flamed below. Then. we 
went down, Balchen at the stick 
nosing her into—we had no idea 
what. 

If you have ever flown you 
know how the wind whistles 
through the v’--= of a plane as 
the motor sings and you glide 
close to the ground. Here it was, 
still pitch black everywhere and 
our engines wer: throttled down 
and we couldn’t see a thing in 
front, at the sides or beneath us 
—and that peculiar whistle like 
a sick owl that a plane makes 
when it is gliding. It was a sen- 
sation that I shall never forget. 

None of us could tell how 
near to hitting soOmething we 
were, but we knew it would be 
over very soon, one way or an- 
other. Then those last second 
thoughts that crowd one another 
right out of your mind. One mo- 
ment I hung over the edge, 
straining my eyes to see what 
was below us. The next moment 
I was bending over for a flash- 
light—and the next swimming in 
the sea.” Here we were, shoot- 
ing down at 50 miles an hour. 
down into what seemed an eter- 
nally black pit. Then crash, 
bang, we had hit—water. 

As the America went under, 
all four of us were soaked from 
head to foot. And never to any 
of us had cold, salty, billowing 
water felt so good. 


made I take full responsibility. 
I believe it was a good landing, 
considering that I had to land 
with a land plane on the sea, 
something which is not ordinarily 
done. 

Why did we not land on land? 
Everyone is asking that question. 
It could not be done. When you 
are flying you dare not attempt 
to land before you are sure of 
what is under you. In that fog 
I would not be sure of anything. 

People seem to be surprised 
that I did not see the Eiffel 
tower. No, I did not see it, and 
I was mighty glad that I did not 
see it. I should not have liked 
to shake hands with the Ejiffel 
tower before knowing it was 
there. 

Everybody is talking about it 
having been a thrilling flight. 
I am not accustomed to writing 
articles. I am a Norwegian with 
only my first citizenship papers 
and as yet I cannot express my- 
self well in English. 

But the truth is that I do not 
get that thrill stuff of the peo- 
ple who talk about flying. I 
never get any thriils out of fly- 
ing. It is not different to me 
from driving a motor car, except 
that personally I prefer flying. 
I think it is safer. 

So far as this flight across the 
ocean is concerned it was one of 
the dullest and most monotonous 
I have ever been on. Fog, fog, 
fog. You could not see any- 
thing. I got tired of it. 

Thinks Flying Perfectly Safe. 

Anyway it is wrong for people 
to get into their heads that fly- 
ing is a circus stunt, thrilling and 
dangerous. What people should 
learn is that flying is a safe way 
to travel, one of the safest there 
is. 

I used to fly planes full of 
dynamite across Hudson Bay on 
construction work for the Ca- 
nadian Government. I felt much 
safer doing it in a plane than I 
should have felt in a railroad 
car. My friends up there in the 
Canadian woods used to warn me 
that if I ever fell, my plane and 
I would be mistaken for the 
aurora borealis, but I never had 
a crash, 

Twice I have jumped from a 
high altitude with a parachute. 
But I did that for fun. There 
was nothing wrong with the 
plane. I have flown mail planes, 
passenger and dynamite planes 
and my experience convinces me 
that flying is nowhere as dan- 
gerous as a lot of things foolish 
people do on earth every day of 
the week. 

I am only 27 years old. I can- 
not say what is coming to me ‘ti: 
the future and F knock wood 
when I say it but so far I can 
say that the years of my life 
which have been the least dan- 
gerous have been my flying 
years. Certainly they have been 
much less perilous than the year 
I spent as a soldier in the Nor- 
wegian Army. especially during 
the war when Norway did not 
know whether she .would stay 
neutral or not. ‘ 

On this flight across the ocean. 
if we had had good weather the 
whole business would have been 
as simple as eating a piece of 

pie. There would not have been 
anything to talk about except 
that we left and arrived accord- 
ing to schedy’ 

When we Hit New York I ex- 
pected an even break with the 
weather. Col. Lindbergh had It. 
But we did not have it. It was 
raining even when we started. 
But that was nothing. We could 
stand the rain and during the 


All the rotten weather 
in the Atlantic seemed to be 
chasing up our way and closing 
us in. Commander Byrd told me 
to take the wheel and 1 did. It 
took me about half an hour to 
pilot the plane into an altitude 
where we could not bothered 
by banks of clouds.: The only 
thing to do under those condl- 
tions was to keep the bad weath- 
er under us. But some of those 
cloud banks drifted as high as 
3000 feet. 

There was nothing dangerous 
about the situation so long as 
there was no necessity of landing. 
I always was accustomed to that 
of flying. I saw no reason to 
worry. 

For nineteen hours we flew that 
way, staying as high as we could ‘ 
above the fog, mist and rain. In 
other words, we flew not through 
the bad weather during those 
hours but above it. At intervals 
of three or four hours Acosta and 
I relieved each other. 


Ate a Roast Chicken. 

We were not thinking of sleep 
or food. Asa matter of fact, we 
never felt sleepy or hungry. I 
admit that I ate more than'the 
others. Some French papers 
which were translated for me 
said that 1 ate a whole roast 
chicken. What had that to de 
with the flight? I ate it not be- 
cause I was hungry but because 
I like chicken. They put four 
roast chickens on board. I sup- 
posed that they were to be eat- 
en. I ate mine, That was all 
there was to that. 

Toward the last of their 18 
hours over the. bad weather 
Lieutenant Noville managed to 
catch a message telling us that 
ft was clear weather near the 
surface. We dived through ea 
bank of clouds and ran along for 
400 or 6500 miles with the wind 
on our beam. & 

Over Brest we saw thg sunset 
and for an hour or so we had 
some decent weather. Then it 
grew dark and the weather grew 
worse. Clouds jammed in on us 


changed. 


_from every direction. Aside from 


clouds we had to contend with 
fog which blotted the coast of 
France from our sight. 

The greatest difficulties of fly- 
ing will be solved the day some- 
one inventga light that will pen- 
etrate the clouds and let the 
aviator know where he Is. 

Compass Fails. 

But to add to our troubles, our 
earth induction compass ali of 
a sudden went dippy. I! believe 
it was some magnetic affection 
outside the compass. We had not 
much gas left—enough, perhaps, 
for three hours. Lieut. Noville 
shot a message by radio to that 
effect. 

I was at the wheel. T realized 
that it was I who would have te 
finish the - flight. 

Now I do not belleve in taking 
any risks. All my experience as 
a fiyer has taught me that the 
big point about flying is to land 
your plane and passengers safe- 
ly. I believe in doing that every 
time. Any fool can crash and 
smash up a plane but a good pil- 
lot should land gently. 

This business of calling a man 
a hero of the air just because 
he has killed himself is some- 
thing I have never been able te 
undrstand. I have no ambition 
to be that kind of hero. 

When I saw what we were up 
against, with fog all around us 
and only a few gallons of gase- 
line left In our tanks, I though¢ 
it was time to think of landing, 
In my opinion there was no use

A Fly Fisherman's Experiences. 
To th. Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
T has been asserted that trout do not 
take the fiy until July. On the after- 
noon of June 18 I eaught 16 trout, all 
of them with flies. I have often caught 


them on flies early in May. 

Thirty years of trout fishing con- 
vinces me that a trout is the most 
capricious of living things, at times sin- 
gularly perverse, »ut always doing the 
unexpected. He will nose a worm-baited 
hook about with all the interminable de- 
liberateness of a bull-head. He will cold- 
ly ignore the most alluring fly dropped 
in front of his nose for an hour, only to 
make suddeniy an enraged rush more in 
anger than in hunger. In certain ponds 
or lakes he will defy all the normal. 
traits and habits of his species. There 
is a beautiful pond a few miles from 
here in which many trout are taken with 
worms. Nelson Howland, one of the 
oldest guides in this section of the Ad- 
irondacks, tells me that he has never 
seen a trout caught there on a fly. In 
defiance of all weather signs I have 
made fine catches on flies on a still day 
under a glaring sun. Only two days ago 


I cast steadily during a two-hour down- | 
pour in one of the best of pools without | 


a rise. 

Many fishermen make a highly in- 
volved matter of the choice of various 
flies. There are two or three, however, 
the use of which through years of experi- 
ence seem to have become standardized; 
they are the Parmachenee Belle and the 
Montreal—one gay, the other subdued. 
With the use of these two I have kept 
my record near the top every season. 

Fly casting is a beautiful art; a beauti- 
ful thing to see or.to do, It is an art 
learned through years of practice and 
demands continued practice, coolness, 
steadiness and restraint. Once one has 
seen the flash of an orange arrow of 
light and felt the simuitaneous vicious 
strike, once one has thrilled through the 
ensuing five minutes of alternate hope, 
fear. despair and triumph before the 
pound-and-a-half trout is in the guide’s 
net, once this experience to any man and 
the scorn of the fly fisherman for the 
dull, unawakened user of worm bait be- 
comes understandable.

To Reduce Street Accidents. 

T,) the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

UNDERSTAND that there was, or is, 

a bill pending before the Board of 
Aldermen with respect to changing the 
‘city ordinance with regard to traffic 
halting, or not passing a street car, even 
by a 6-foot clearance, while Such car 
is loading or unloading passengers, that 
is, remaining behind same. I do not 
know the proponents of the bill, but I 


think it an excellent one from actual 
experience which I have gained from liv- 
ing in St. Louis substantially all my life. 

Only this morning I witnessed an ac- 
' eident on Lafayette avenue while a pas- 
senger on a Tower Grove car eastbound, 
and believe it was at Compton avenue 
where the automatic signals are opera- 
tive. The green signal was showing, 
giving clearance to west and eastbound 
traffic. The Tower Grove car was tak- 
ing on passengers when a girl ran out 
from the sidewalk to go to the car. A 
machine hit her right at the car door, 
knocked her to the center of the street, 
and no telling what the results will be, 
as she seemed to be pretty badly injured. 

I witnessed an accident at Seventh anid 
Washington last week, where a motorist 
ran into a girl who had just got offa 
Compton car and who had about two 
feet of space allotted her to stand, She 
was knocked down but not injured. By 
the way, the driver did not even attempt 
to assist her to her feet. Never got out 
of his car. 

The other evening 1 was getting off a 
southbound Grand car at Shenandoah. 
where there is an officer placed, in the 
evening at least, to frotect passengers. 
I saw a girl knocked down, although the 
automobile did stop before it ran over 
her; with a policeman within six feet. 

The writer is a resident of the South 
Side, and finds it necessary to use either 
Grand or Tower Grove cars to his down- 
town office. Oftentimes I have been 
forced to run back to the curbing, even 
when the car was slowing down and the 
motor traffic, for the most part, had 
slowed down, by some driver cutting In 
ahead of the motor cars who had recog- 
niged the slowing-down of the street car, 
and have oftentimes been given only two 
or three feet clearance, 

I have noticed, with a great deal of 
pleasure, the care which the motormen, 
especially on the Grand and Tower 
Grove cars, are taking to assist passen- 
gers In crossing Grand avenue itn an at- 
tempt to board a car, oftentimes slowing 
down their car, sometimes stopping it 
altogether, when they see a pedestrian 
becoming confused, and thereby giving 
them a parking place immediately tn 
front of their cars. I believe this practice 
has saved many a life. 

I sincerely trust that this bill will be 
passed, for, as long as a footage clearance 
is permitted, motorists wil) not, and can. 
not measure this footage clearance, and 
especially where the automatic “Stop” 
and “Go” signals are operative same will 
not be observed. The passage of this 


bill means only a slight delay, with a.

There is nothing new about Ambassador Hough- 
'ton’s suggestton, in his eommencement address at 
|Harvard, that power to vote war be placed in the 
‘hands of the people of all countries, rather than their 
' representatives, but particular ferce and interest at- 
-taches to the idea at this time. Most of the world, in- 
eluding eur ewn country, is suffering now, or has 
suffered acutely since the World War, from great dif- 
ferences of opinion between peopres and their Govern- 
ments as to foreign policies. The fear of war, because 
war is more terrible than it was, has greatly increased. 
There is such a difference of opinion in England now. 
Many Englishmen totally disagree with the foreign 
policies of their Government in both China and Rus- 
sia. And how many Americans have believed in the 
entire wisdom of our own Government’s policies in 
| Mexico and Nicaragua? 

Ambassador Houghton points out that the power to 

declare war stands on a different basis from all other 
powers of government. It subordinates all other 
powers to itself. It represents the highest act of sov- 
ereignty. “It is,” he says, “the one power which of 
all others a self-governing people would logically re- 
' serve to itself, since it puts in jeopardy their collective 
‘lives and property. And yet, strangely enough, it is 
the one power they do not possess. We create Gov- 
ernments primarily to protect our individual lives 
and property. To that end we make laws and set up 
legislative safeguards, and if these prove unsatisfac- 
tory we change them. It is only when all our lives 
and all our property are suddenly involved in a great 
and supreme decision affecting peace or war that we 
cease to be self-governing.” 

This is quite true, and it always has been true. At- 
tention cannot be called to it too often. Mr. Hough- 
ton, as our Ambassador at the Court of St. James, 
occupies at this time a post which @nduces thought. 
In its essence his Harvard preachment was merely an 
echo of Mr. Wilson’s, as Mr. Wilson was himself an 
echo of all rational thought for thousands of years. 
There were men who opposed the wars of the 
Caesars. All great wars have been over the heads of 
the peoples affected by them. They are, as Mr. 
Houghton says, a denial of our proved capacity to gov- 
ern ourselyes. He says: 

Foreign affairs are merely an extension of 


domestie affairs. There is nothing mysterious 
about them. They are not a sort of arcana, 
wherein the laws of common morality are ex- 
cluded and in which only cynical gentlemen of 
bilingual attainments are competent to play a 
role. They are in the main simply the natural 
and beneficial outcome of a desire to trade. 
They become potentially dangerous only when 
men who temporarily possess power undertake, 
for a supposed national advantage, to infringe 
either the liberties or the possession of a neigh- 
boring people. Then they become very danger- 
ous indeed. ae 
It is not surprising that such an utterance should 
have created a stir. It is an idea that has always 
stirred the imagination of humankind. The League 
of Nations is very likely the first forward stride in 
a thousand years toward that millennium of com- 
mon sense which Mr. Houghton thinks we might 
have if we would. The League and its warring dele- 
gations are far removed from that rationalism in 
which peoples are to compose their differences with 
one another by popular ballot. Nevertheless, the 
League has in a measure taken the issues between 
nations out of the dark rooms of secret diplomacy 
and into the sunlight of public discussion. Mr. Hough- 
ton says that no people in history ever voted for 
war. Certainly that is true. It remains to be proved 
whether any people would ever do’so. He doubts that, 
and s0 do we. His Harvard address was a distinctive 
public service. It added that much more to an idea

McCormick, is said to be the most politically power- 
ful woman in the United States. When her late hus- 
band was in the Senate Mrs. McCormick and Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, daughters of two _ political 
giants, were regarded as the leading political experts 
among women at the national capital. 


Mrs. McCormick realizes that if she is to get any- | 


where politically she must do it at home, In her 
case, home is Illinois, which belongs to Gov. Len 
Small. Ergo, Mrs. McCormick must destroy Gov. 
Small. They two cannot exist politically at the same 
time in Illinois. Therefore, Mrs. MeCormick raises 
her war cry, “Delendus est Len!” rattles the old bar- 


rel with the Hanna and McCormick millions in it, 
and warns the boss of Illinois Republicanism, the 
maker of Senators, the breaker of political fortunes 
and darling of the Illinois Treasury, to say his 
prayers. 

Len, of course, doesn’t know any prayers. He will, 


however, before Ruth gets done with him. There is 
no mistake about her political puissance, It has been | 
weighed by many experts, and they have all pro- 
nounced it beyond anything else among American 
women. She has money plus political “it.” 

The country will enjoy seeing Len go down. It 
will be a good deal like the destruction of Pompeii, 
unless we are mistaken. 

“DOWN ON THE LEVEE.” 

“Down on the Levee” is the title of what the Cen- 
tury Magazine publishes as ‘a true story of the Mis- 
sissippi tragedy.” With due allowance for artistic 
embellishments the recital is essentially the truth. 
First and last, there were many such nights of terror 
as this narrative describes, and the public mind into 
which those facts have been driven by the newspaper 
reports is resolved that the Government must face 
and solve this problem of flood control.

Con- 
finement of the river into its channel.’ It can’t be 
done. * * * Look! From Cairo, Ill, to the Gulf there 
are no outlets. Just confinement between dikes. 


Once there were 30,000 square miles of natural reser- 
voirs in the Mississippi. Twenty-seven thousand of 
these square miles have been partly reclaimed by 
the levee system. All this storage space for water 
is gone.” 


He goes on to say that Cypress Creek, an outlet 
into the Texas basin, hes been completely closed, 
while the Atchafalaya River, which opened directly 
to the Gulf, has been partly closed. 


Levees only won't do, in this engineer's judgment, 
The theory Is fallacious, as proved repeatedly by dis- 


astrous floods. “Levees, plus spillways—controlled 
spillways for the lower part of the lower Mississippi 
Valley, and levees plus source-stream contro! above 
the Yazoo River.” 

Such is one engineer's judgment, which {s sup- 
ported by the authority of flood-fighting experience. 
It can be done, he declares, and he ventures the 
hope “that this flood will make the people of the 
United States see—and make Congress act.” 

The judgment commends itself to populer {ntelli. 
gence. The hopé is seconded by public sentiment. 
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EXIT MUNROE, ENTER CLARKE. 

No roses are being strewn in the path of Harley 
L. Clarke and his Utilities Light and Power Corpora- 
tion of Chicago, who make their formal entrance into 
St. Louis today as controllers of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., vice Charles A. Munroe, flied. In fact, Mr. Clarke 
has already been met with a couple of brickbats from 
his chief competitor, the Union Electric Company, 
and from the city administration. The latter is at- 
tempting to prove that the Laclede company’s charter 
and franchises have lapsed, and has asked Attorney- 
General Gentry to initiate ouster proceedings. 

It may not be fair to Mr. Clarke, but it is neverthe- 
less true that the* spectacular career of his prede- 
cessor leaves him a@ legacy of suspicion and distrust. 
Only rarely does the public become so familiar with 
a coup of high and frenzied finance as it has in the 
case of Mr. Munroe. It followed his operations from 
the time he entered St. Louis until he galloped away 
with a great fortune, possibly $4,000,000, in his sad- 
dle-bags. 

St. Louis heard Mr. Munroe say that he came here 
to stay; that his investment in Laclede was a per- 
manent one. It saw him manipulate the finances of 
the company so that his original cash investment was 
sold to the public in the form of securities, leaving 
him to operate on velvet. It saw him go before the 
Public Service Commission and seek a high valuation 
on the basis of reproduction cost new, and it saw him 
come out of that fight with glory and profit to him- 
self. It heard him say that he had no intention of 
increasing gas rates, and it saw him only a few 
months later making application, not only to increase 
rates to small consumers, but also to thin the gas. 

St. Louis naturally wonders who is going to foot 
the bill. Even a man of Mr. Munroe’s skill in finance 
cannot take $4,000,000 out of a company’s wealth 
without giving somebody else the bag to hold. Very 
briefly, this is what St. Louis is thinking about as 
Mr. Clarke enters the city. The city feels it has 
burned its fingers on Mr. Munroe; it is naturally 
chary of Mr. Clarke. 

We repeat this is hardly fair to Mr. Clarke, but it 
is not a han@icap that he cannot overcome.

THE FOURTH DOWNTOWN. 

It would be a great mistake to suppose, because 
everybody was in the country, or out at the ball 
games, or in the parks, that there was no Fourth of 
July in downtown St. Louis. 

Hverything that has been claimed for our inde- 
pendence was duly acclaimed by the police, who 
killed a bootlegger. In a running battle they slew 
him, thus rededicating downtown to the immortal 
principles of freedom as sincerely and effectively as 
any of us did swimming in the Meramec or plucking 
wild spiderwort beside the road: 

Recognizing their man 
at Broadway and Chouteau as a bootlegger, two de- 
tectives sent to conserve the dry laws in the neigh- 
borhood of the free bridge set out after him. The 
pace was lively. The bootlegger had an animated 
Ford truck, and he gave quite a hippodrome per- 
formance with it.

His dar- 
ing stunt in the circus of reform ended at the west 
side of Library Park, where the fountains make rain- 
bows in the summer sun and the grass is green and 
fragrant. There the bootlegger laid down his life, 
shot through the groin by one of the detectives, and 
all that Patrick Henry said, all that John Hancock 
implied, all that Thomas Jefferson ever desired, was 
made consecrate and forever inviolate by sacrifice, 
éven if the city gunmen had no right to kill. 

Alas for Frank Dischbein! He was wrong, as were 
the detectives who shot him, but he saved the Fourth 
downtown. Now if somebody has saved the law, 
maybe we can find out how far the police can go 
in enforcing prohibition—or if indeed that is the only 
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law we have.

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OUR FLYERS IN FRANCE.

He, too, experienced the great enthusiasm of the 
French people for oversea flying, Which is perhaps 
as genuine an emotion as any people have known. 
It is barely possible that the French have a more 
developed sense of its significance than most of us| 
have, that to them trans-Atlantic flying is not the | 
mere stunt it has seemed to many of us. It is to| 
be expected that this would be the case. The French | 
have seen more flying than almost any other people, | 
and it has materially altered their status among the 
Powers. Thus, the airplane constitutes the first Po- 
tential French threat in centuries to the security of 
England, a political dislocation of which France is | 
quite as conscious as is England. | 

Americans will be likely to see in the French Ligas| 
tions to our flyers something of more immediate in- 
terest. That is, the revival of the traditional friend- | 
ship between the two republics. France and America | 
owe each other a debt which neither can ever fully | 
repay, and that. realization was bound to assert itself | 
in time, war debts or no war debts. Ambassador | 
Herrick was quite right about Lindbergh. He was a! 
new sort of diplomat, precisely the variation from | 
the political and the financial contacts of the last | 
decade which was needed to restore good feeling.

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POE’S POETRY NOT WANTED THEN. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 


A HUNDRED years ago an obscure young 
printer of Boston pulled from his presses 
the freshly inked sheets of a poor little 
pamphlet which was to make literary his- 
tory, preserve his and its author's name to 
eternity, and give to America her first in- 
dubitable work of genius. 

Calvin Thomas could not foresee this, 
and the few members of the New England 
writing fraternity who may have found cop- 
les on their editorial desks were too indif- 
ferent to inquire. Idly they may have turned 
back the unprepossessing paper wrapper to 
the title page and .read, in indifferent type 
on worse paper, the legend: “Tamerlane 
and Other Poems,” by a Bostonian. 

But if so they soon forgot it and neg- 
lected to say that it ever had been so. Anda 
the book was quickly forgotten. 

The long. imaginative and somewhat 
over-lush narrative of ‘‘Tamerlane” was bad 
enough, but what followed was even worse. 
Nine fugitive pieces, all the work of a boy 
of 14 or 15 years, all concerned with the 
moments of passion and despair of a sen- 
sitive boy in uncongenial surroundings; that 
was all there was to it. Forty pagés of 
juvenilia. Forty pages of lament for the 
hard darts of fate and ill fortune, and love 
lost, 

It wasn't impressive, this swan song of 
& young poet. Yet now, volume and poet 
have both taken their place tn the ranks of 
the honored few. 

“Tamerlane” has done more. It has be- 
come the most desired and the rarest of all 
American books. Possibly forty complete 
copies ever got into circulation, and of these 
but five are now known to be In existence. 
One, an imperfect copy, {s in the British 
museum, in London; the remaining four are 
owned by collectors. There fs no copy in 
the Library of Congress at Washington, In 
&@ hundred years a waif of the printshop, 
unacknowledged by its author, despised by 
its printer, unpublished and unpraised, has 
grown to the heights of a “collector's rar- 
ity,” bringing, when it appeared last, the 
highest sum ever paid for an American 
book, $15,000. TFerhaps there's just a bit of 
irony in the fact that this transaction took 
Place tn the city which scorned its first 
appearance in 1827!

York bank with many branches. Ags the 
number of women in industry increases, the 
demand for women doctors will ‘ncrease 
proportionally. Moreover, it is through no 
compulsion that two women doctors have 
been admitted as faculty members at the 
Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research.
